THE COMMONS’ VICTORY FOR

Yesterday was 8 real House of Commons day, 
states TÁe Times.

the fight for economy which is now opening. 


DEARER BREAD. 

The Times, in a leading article to-day, 
says that the decision announced to reduce the 
bread subsidy is justified by sound policy and 
hnance, and adds that the cost of the foreign 
wheat on which we mainly rely is rising so 
rapidly that it is probably inmpossible to predict 
the actual price of the loaf even at a date eo 
near as the middle of April. Bread has been 
growing dearer and dearer, adds The Timea, 
mainly because by buying so much of it from 
foreign countries we go on depreciating the value 
of the British pound, and haying to pay more for 
eacu month's supply compared with the last. 
The remedy for this is the familiar one—more 
production. But the shortsightedness and pre-

With regard to the position at Constanti- 
nople, identical instructions for immediate and 
drastic action have been sent to the High Com- 
nfhsioners by the three Governments of France, 
Italy, and Great Britain, who are acting in 
com accord. But it would be inexpedient 
to reveal the character of these instructions until 
the reply of the Allied representatives has been 
received.
